“In increas¬ 
ing your efficiency, there are bonuses 
wo can get and not increase our costs 
any. Crossbreeding holds something for 
all of us. It's something we must do, and 
we can increase our efficiency 
anywhere from seven to fifteen percent 
— just be using a new practice. 1 

Curtis Avery, a livestock industry 
council member from Pine Mountain. 
Ga-i stressed the practicality of 
developing a forage program to provide 
nutritional requirements before 
building a herd. “I would provide a 
grass program that would auatBln high 
production, and then I would want cat¬ 
tle that were capable of enough milk 
production to wean a heavy calf."

Itoynl Special lloroforil Steer Show has 
been .scheduled for Sunday, Nov. 8 In 
the American Koyal Livestock arena at 
Kansas City, Mo.

Administration which was previously 
put of the Agricultural Marketing 
Service, has been established as a 
separate agency. 

The reorganisation also creates four 
new program -agencies; Agricultural 
Research Service, Cooperative State 
Research Service, Extension Service 
and the National Agriculture Library. 
The functions of these agencies 
previously came under the Science and 
Education Administration which has 
been dissolved. 

Block said he decided to delegate 
greater authority to the administrators 
of the major science and education pro¬ 
grams In an effort to etrengtben the 
effectiveness of thoso programs and 
make them more efflcien L 

Each of the three major agencies will 
be headed by an administrator who will 
report to the director of science and 
education. The National Agricultural 
Library will be headed by a director. 

The Economics and Statistics Service 
has been divided into an Economics 
Research Service and a Statistical 


Reporting Service. Administrators of 
theae agencies will report directly to 
the assistant sBcretary for economies. 

The World Food and Agricultural 
Outlook and Situation Board fans been 
renamed the World Agricultural 
Outlook Board. The chairman will con¬ 
tinue to report to the assistant 
secretary for economics. 

"When I gave public notice of the 
establishment of the position of Assis¬ 
tant Secretary for Economics, I stated 
that the purpose of the action was to 
give added emphasis to the economic 
concerns facing farmers," explained 
Block. 

“In order- to give further support to 
that action, I have decided to separate 
the functions into these two new 
program agencies. 1 ' 

The Office of Environmental Quality 
- under the jurisdiction of the 
assistant secretary for natural 
resources and environment — has been 
abolished. However, Us functions will 
be distributed to appropriate agencies 
and integrated with ongoing programs 
of the department.
